Criticism over costly price tag of moving gallery a few hundred yards 

ART GALLERY MOVE 
WILL COST £500,000 


THEY say there’s no money 
around... 

The Focal Point Gallery is being 
moved from Southend Library a few 
hundred yards to the Forum, at a cost 
of £500,000. 

The news comes in the same 
month as Southend Council 
announced £6.5 million pounds 
worth of cuts to public services and 
60 redundancies. 

Although the gallery funding is 
coming from an Arts Council grant, 
it will rankle with those set to lose 
their jobs. 

The Focal Point’s pricey move is 
into the new £27million library in 
Elmer Square, which opens in 
September. 

A spokesman said the gallery will 
be ‘transformed’ by the move to the 
integrated municipal and academic 
public library, which is being funded 
and provided by Southend Council, 
the University of Essex and South 
Essex College. 

But some have criticised the relo¬ 
cation as being too extravagant. 

Local artist and exhibitor John 
Bulley is among those shocked at 
the amount of money involved. 

He said: “Why is it costing that 
much? 

“There are art organisations in the 
town that get money thrown at them 
by the Arts Council and the average 
artists of the town are struggling. 

“On top of the cuts from the coun¬ 
cil, redundancies, and the pier being 
closed for two days it just seems 
mad such a high investment is being 
made to a gallery that no one visits.” 

The new gallery will be custom 
built with top international artists 
commissioned to design the furni¬ 
ture and other permanent features. 

Southend Council’s executive 
member for culture and tourism, 
Councillor Derek Jarvis, dismissed 
criticism and said: “This is a tremen¬ 
dous chance to develop an innova¬ 
tive, beautiful and truly unique 


gallery to be enjoyed by all in a state- 
of-the-art library building. 

“There will be a project room for 
children to devise their own artwork, 
and the main gallery will have tem¬ 
perature and humidity control to 
enable really rare and fragile works 
of art to be displayed while allowing 
them to continue to be conserved 
and preserved.” 

Focal Point Gallery director, 
Andrew Hunt, who was one of the 
judging panel for the prestigious 
Turner Prize in 2012, described the 
move as a major opportunity to cre¬ 
ate a ‘special artistic space in 
Southend’. 

He added: “The grant has been 
awarded to us to provide a gallery of 
excellent standing, and the money 
will be used for the building, 
designed by architects Manolo and 
White, and for the artists’ commis¬ 
sions for furniture and fittings.” 

Helen Lax, regional director of 
Arts Council East, said she was 
delighted that Southend Council had 
been successful in its application for 
small capital funding. 

She explained: “This is great news 
for the new Focal Point Gallery with 
their soon to be updated working 
environment possessing state of the 
art facilities that will be able to 
accommodate additional exhibition 
space for artists commissions.” 

The new gallery will feature furni¬ 
ture and fittings made by Marc 
Camille Chaimowicz, a glass-topped 
reception table fashioned by 
Southend artist Tris Vonna-Michell, 
and another exhibit created by Mike 
Nelson, who represented the UK in 
the 2011 Venice Biennale. 

More artwork is planned for per¬ 
manent installation the back of the 
digital screen being displayed out¬ 
side the Forum. 

The first exhibition at the new 
Focal Point Gallery will display 
works by the current Turner Prize 
winner, Elizabeth Price.

Fire union backs police claims 
over ambulance response times 



THE FIRE Brigades’ Union has 
backed claims by Essex police offi¬ 
cers that overstretched ambulance 
crews are unable to get to 999 emer¬ 
gencies in good time. 

Keith Handscomb, East Anglia 
FBU, applauded the skills and com¬ 
mitment of paramedics. 

But he claimed ambulance staff 
were telling fire crews things are ‘seri¬ 
ously wrong’ with the 999 response of 
the East England Ambulance Service. 

He said: “The concerns of Essex 
police officers comes as no surprise to 
us. 

“Fire crews tell us they and casual¬ 
ties are waiting longer and longer 
for the arrival of paramedics and 
ambulances. 

“When a paramedic does arrive they 
are often in their own car and are 


unable to take seriously injured casu¬ 
alties to hospital. Fire officers tell us 
of their desperate frustration at being 
told to wait in line when chasing up 
emergency requests for the attendance 
of an ambulance.” 

The union claimed that paramedics 
were afraid to speak out. They also 
claimed the ambulance service was 
using ‘dubious ways to tick the boxes 
in trying to meet their performance 
targets whilst caring less and less 
about the standard of medical 
response they actually send to treat 
casualties’. 

Anger has risen among both police 
and fire service union groups as the 
numbers of police officers and fire¬ 
fighters has been reduced by 
Government cuts. 

Essex Police Federation, chairman, 


Mark Smith, said his officers were 
having to transport injured patients to 
hospitals when no ambulances arrive. 

He claimed he had informed senior 
police officers earlier this year. 

“Our concern is we are not para¬ 
medics,” he said. We are only trained 
in basic life support. What is happen¬ 
ing at the moment is we are having to 
put people in our vehicles that are not 
kitted out for emergencies. I’m told by 
my members that this is happening 
every day. 

“We are not pointing a finger at the 
paramedics and ambulance crews. 
The only thing that can stop this is the 
government cuts.” 

Mr Smith appealed for MPs in 
Essex to come forward and talk to him 
about the problem. He said that so far, 
none had. 


The ambulance service did not dis¬ 
pute specific claims of police and fire 
crews, but did stressed that plans were 
underway to improve response times. 

A spokesman said: “We want to do 
everything possible as emergency ser¬ 
vices to help one another, and we take 
genuine delays seriously so would 
therefore urge concerned fire and 
police officers to contact us about spe¬ 
cific case details so it can be properly 
investigated. 

“One of the initiatives that we are 
discussing with the police is the 
option of us speaking directly with the 
officer on scene of an incident to 
ensure an accurate assessment and 
response.” 

The service also claimed that 
improvement measures would include 
140 new frontline staff. 


Recruitment 
drive sees 
number of 
ambulance 
volunteers 
double 

A RECRUITMENT drive at Essex 
Ambulance Service has seen the number 
of volunteers more than double. 

Managers promoting the ambulance ser¬ 
vice’s community first responders said 
early indications show they received 
around 50 applications last week - up 
from an average of around 20 before the 
promotion started. 

First responders are sent by ambulance 
control to life-threatening emergencies 
such as a cardiac arrest in their immediate 
vicinity. This is so they can get to an inci¬ 
dent in the first few vital minutes and sta¬ 
bilise the patient, keeping them alive while 
an ambulance is on its way. 

Loma Hayes, regional community part¬ 
nership lead for the East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust (EEAST), 
said a ‘Twitterthon’ from the volunteering 
frontline arranged for last Wednesday 
grew so much that it carried on throughout 
the week and sparked national interest. 

She explained: “I just wanted to take this 
opportunity to thank all those involved in 
ensuring the week was such an incredible 
success. It went way beyond expectations 
and that is all down to the volunteers and 
managers contributing blogs, tweets from 
the frontline and our Facebook webchat on 
Friday. We are now looking at making this 
an annual event. It has been a lot of hard 
work but so worth it, especially if it means 
more CFRs to save the lives of more 
patients.” 

Volunteers usually have access to a car 
and are aged over 18. A special section on 
the Trust website features regular informa¬ 
tion on the role, vital statistics and blogs.

Unique artwork to help mental health care 


VISITORS in the corridors of Rochford Hospital 
will gaze skywards after a unique art work inspired 
by mental health care was unveiled. 

South Essex College student artist Ruth Hazel, 32, 
from Leigh, approached the hospital last year asking 
if she could make a piece of work as part of her BA 
(Hons) Fine Art degree. 

She took two months to create the scene from 30 
metres of hand-dyed silk which have been stiffened 
and shaped to form abstract shapes. 

Ruth explained: “The brief was to find our own 
site and produce a piece of work that was relevant to 
that site. I had an interest in mental health and 
psychiatry so I started to look at the history of the 
treatment of mental health in Essex. 

“I found out about the large mental health hospi¬ 
tals such as Severalls, Warley and Runwell which 
are now closed. The history of those places is quite 
dark and depressing and in stark contrast to the 
mental health services offered at Rochford today.” 

The South Essex College student, now in the sec¬ 
ond year of her degree, wanted to show that the hos¬ 
pital is not about looking back, but about looking 
forward and seeing what is happening now. 

The aim of the piece was to get rid of the stigma 


that can be associated with mental health and 
psychiatry. Ruth explained how the subject was 
close to her heart. She added: “I have had my own 
issues in the past and had help as an outpatient. 

“I found it to be a really positive experience. I 
wanted to reflect this outlook in my installation. 

“For me, this positivity is reaffirmed when you see 
the new building at Rochford. There can be a little 
bit of fear in people when you say psychiatric hos¬ 
pital, but this does everything to dispel those fears. 
It’s light, it’s airy and inviting, and is staffed by kind, 
understanding people.” 

Chief executive, Dr Patrick Geoghegan OBE, said 
he felt ‘completely engulfed in a cascade of colour 
that forms a great centrepiece’ when he first saw the 
work. 

“It has certainly got our patients, staff and visitors 
talking,” he said. 

“You really do feel a lift every time you walk 
under it and I thank Ruth for thinking of Rochford 
Hospital as a setting for the artwork and thank her 
for the time and dedication she has spent both cre¬ 
ating and installing the artwork. It really does look 
incredible and would not look out of place in the 
Tate Modem.”

Canvey to remember flood 60 years on 


SIXTY years ago this week 58 adults and children perished in the Canvey Island flood. The flood hit Canvey on the night of 
Saturday, January 31 1953 leaving death and destruction sweeping over the island through the early hours of Sunday, 
February 1 1953. Janet Penn, from the Canvey Community Archive, said: “People were going about their normal lives and 
nobody could have ever expected what would happen later that night.” Residents will remember the flood victims and 
commemorate the 60th anniversary of the disaster with the unveiling of a new plaque at Canvey Library from 11am on Friday 


ISLANDERS woke to a cold, but fairly typical 
start to the weekend on the Saturday morning, 
although there was some excitement in the air with 
the War Memorial Hall in Canvey officially open¬ 
ing later that afternoon followed by a celebration 
dance the same evening. 

The hall, which was built in memory of 57 local 
people killed in the Second World War, would 
ironically find itself in the midst of one of the 
country’s worst ever peace time disasters. 

The designer, the late Major Reg Stevens, 
recalled in his memoirs going to the official open¬ 
ing with his wife Pegs and the building contractor 
Harry Thompson and his wife. 

He wrote: “As soon as possible Pegs and I with 
the Thompsons left the proceedings and set off for 
Southend. We went to the cinema - can’t recall the 
film - but during the evening I began to get that 
heavy, aching feeling that signals the advent of a 
bout of flu.” 

The Major and his wife decided to head home 
and arrived back in Canvey at about 10pm where 
he dosed himself up with a whisky and hot lemon

and they went straight to bed. 

He wrote: “Shortly after midnight there was a 
loud knocking at the front door. I made my way 
downstairs, opened the door to find the local police 
sergeant who had received phone calls from the 
Newlands area saying that water was lapping 
‘over’ the sea wall.” 

The sea wall at Tewkes Creek broke in the early 
hours of Sunday, February 1 and the waters swept 
the creek and across the Newlands estate while res¬ 
idents slept in their beds. 

Janet Penn, from the Canvey Community 


Archive, explained: “They woke up to find water 
lapping around their mattresses. Some people got 
in their lofts or out onto their roofs to escape the 
flood, but many people were trapped and drowned 
in their homes.” 

The Canvey floods claimed the lives of people of 
all ages from the young to the elderly although 
many of the victims were not killed by drowning 
but died because of exposure. 

The disaster led to the evacuation of more than 
11,000 residents. Some people refused to leave 
their homes, but those who did leave did not return 
to the island for several weeks. 

The small village around the Red Cow pub was 
the only part of the island to escape the flood 
waters. The pub was renamed the King Canute 
after the legendary Danish King of who com¬ 
manded the tides and still stands today in defiance 
against the forces of nature. 

The pub also stands as testament to the resilience 
of the people of Canvey who have never forgotten 
the flood victims but continue to live on the island 
and call it their home.

The policeman who became a national hero 





A HERO of the Canvey Floods was 
a local policeman who made the 
national news. 

The photograph of PC Bill 
Pilgrim carrying a young girl to 
safety in Long Road was used on 
the front page of the Daily Mail and 
has become an iconic image of the 
disaster. 

PC Pilgrim first joined the force 
in 1946 and was based at 
Hornchurch before moving with his 


family to Canvey to live in one of 
the police houses on the island 
shortly after. 

His son Bob, who was 13 years 
old at the time of the flood, said: 
“My father was the only PC on 
night duty and as a keen fisherman 
he often went up onto the sea wall 
to see the state of the tide. He did 
this on that night and was amazed to 
find the water only a couple of feet 
from the top of the wall with still 


about two hours before high water.” 

PC Pilgrim could see the dangers 
and quickly started knocking on 
people’s doors waking up a resident 
in every street he could and asking 
them to alert the rest of their neigh¬ 
bours. 

Bob, who later joined the police 
himself, added: “The problem my 
father found was getting residents 
to believe him. He was told to clear 
off on more than one occasion.”

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Book festival director urges 
locals to put on own events

THE DIRECTOR of the Essex Book Festival 
has responded to criticism about the lack of 
events taking part in south Essex. 

Belinda Farrell, in charge of the festival since 
last year, said that she needed partners to help 
her stage more events south of Chelmsford. She 
issued the call for collaborators after local cam¬ 
paigners said that despite years of complaints, 
they once again felt frozen out of the four-week 
festival in March. 

This year Basildon will host only one event, 
while Castle Point, Thurrock and Southend will 
host just two each - but 12 will be held in 
Colchester and 16 in Chelmsford. 

Margaret Marck, 81, of East Thorpe, has been 
campaigning for several years with the Vange 
Library Book Club to bring more events to the 
area. 

She said: “Do they think we can’t read? I 
rather think they 
think people in 
the north of the 
county are more 
educated than 
we are. We are 
not fairly repre¬ 
sented. A lot of 
events are too 
far away for us 
to go to.” 

Several local 
writers have 
joined the call 
for more events 
to be staged 
locally.

author Syd Moore, from Southend, said: “It’s 
south Essex that suffers most, and unfairly, from 
the ‘Essex boy/girl’, ‘cultural desert’ stereotype. 
Whenever I have done readings and events in 
south Essex I have found them incredibly well 
supported. There definitely is an appetite down 
here for authors reading their works.” 

“People down here are reading and writing 
furiously. We need to be seen as part of Essex as 
a whole rather than the poor relatives.” 

Dominic Ross of the Basildon Writers group 
agreed. 

He said: “Maybe if there were more events 
around writing and reading in the local areas, it 
would encourage more people to write.” 

Southend author Zoe Howe, who will take part 
in two events at the festival, said she would like 
to see more happening locally. 

She said: “Every time I have been involved in 
a local event I have been heartened and amazed 
by the sheer number of people turning up. It’s 
fantastic, but we need to feed and nurture that 
appetite.” 

Ms Farrell said she could not comment on the 
lack of local events before she took over in 
2012, but attributed the current shortfall to the 
festival’s current reliance on finding local 
partners. 

She said: “The festival went independent of 
Essex County Council in 2012. We can’t afford 
to hire venues. We don’t even pay the writers. 
We’re in a tricky situation. 

“The reason there are so many events in 
Colchester and Chelmsford is because we have 
partners there who host and market a lot of 
events for us.” 

She said the festival could only survive if 
organisations like libraries, educational institu¬ 
tions and reading and writing groups offered to

organise events. 

She said: “We have more events this year than 
ever thanks to our partners - but I can’t market 
all 60 events on my own. We need people who 
are willing to help us out.” 

She said things could become even more diffi¬ 
cult after 2014, when the festival’s three-year 
Arts Council funding runs out. 

She urged libraries, writing groups and any¬ 
body else who could organise and/or host an 
event at the 2014 festival to call her on 
01245 347456.

GCSE results in Essex are 
below the national average, 
according the latest figures. 

Secondary school results for 
this year show almost 59 per 
cent of Essex pupils are achiev¬ 
ing A*-C in English and maths 
GCSE - the national average is 

59.4 per cent. 

Essex County Councillor 
Stephen Castle, cabinet mem¬ 
ber with responsibility for edu¬ 
cation, said changes made to 
GCSE grades had affected 
results, although he pointed out 
that grades were better than the 


previous year. 

The percentage of Essex 
pupils achieving A*-C in 
English and maths has

A dirtier and 
less safe 
Southend? 

QUITE often it is the small 
things. I have had many con¬ 
versations that have begun 
along the lines of “I know this 
is quite trivial, but...” Quite 
often it is the small things that 
really make a difference. 

The draft proposals for this 
year’s cuts to Southend-on-Sea 
Borough council’s budget 
include a number of large and 
eye-catching items. It has to, 
with something like £10 
million that has to be saved. 
Among these are some smaller 
items, and four of these give 
me a cause for concern. 

The decision to save £47,000 
by no longer providing black 
refuse sacks is one that could 
easily be a false economy. 
Litter and fly-tipping feature 
large in many councillors’ 
casework inboxes, and this cut 
has the potential to make this 
an even bigger feature. While 
most households will grudg¬ 
ingly purchase their own sup¬ 
ply of black sacks, there will 
be those who choose either to 
dump everything in the pink 
sacks, to use carrier bags and 
the like, or to just throw their 
general trash wherever they 
can get away with it. All these 
options will increase the work¬ 
load for street cleaners and 
will add more woes for the 
neighbours. 

Like the decision the scrap 
the pest control service (sav¬ 
ing £37,000), this has the 
potential to make Southend a 
less healthy borough - an 
irony when you consider that 
much of the PCT’s duties 
transfer to borough control 
within the next few months 
and the borough takes respon¬ 
sibility for public health. I am 
perturbed that this transfer of 
responsibility could coincided 
with worsening health out¬ 
comes. 

I have used the pest control 
services on more than one 
occasion. I am concerned that 
some will choose the option to 
grin and bear it when faced 


with paying a private supplier 
of control services. This can¬ 
not be good for any of us. 

For similar reasons (the 
threat to public health) I have 
worries about the cut to toilet 
maintenance (£10,000). Our 
toilets may have won awards 
last year, but is this likely to 
repeated after this cut? I am 
already concerned that we 
have too few in the town, and 
my wish for an increase in 
provision is likely to go 
unheeded. The £37,000 to be 
saved by outsourcing the stray 
dogs service is something else 
that I hope will not give us 
cause for regret. I have read 
many stories about dog bites 
and the like and I sense that 
there is real disquiet in some 
quarters about dogs in our 
town. 

I accept that savings have to 
be made, but I cannot help but 
be anxious that some of the 
savings will prove to be 
expensive in the long run. We 
could be spoiling the ship for 
a ha’p’orth of tar. If these sav¬ 
ings can be made without 
making the town a worse 
place, with poorer public 
health and dirtier and less safe 
streets then I may be able to 
support them. If there is some 
doubt over this then I feel we 
should take another look at the 
budget.

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The remains of history 

LIZ WADE’S visits the ruins of Hadleigh Castle in Castle Point to enjoy the spectacular views and history 


I F YOU are looking for some peace and 
quiet, with a bit of history and some 
fantastic views thrown in, then why not 
head to the ruins of Hadleigh Castle? 

The castle, overlooking the Thames 
Estuary as well as nearby marshes, is 
apparently the most important medieval 
castle in Essex and while there is not a 
lot left of it, there is just enough there to 
give you a sense of how grand it once 
was. 

Hadleigh Castle was not just a fortress 
protecting the area from invasion, it was 
also a royal residence and, while only 
the ruins of two of its towers and some 
of its curtain walls remain, you can still 
get a great sense of how big it once 
was. 

This is thanks to information boards 
put in place around the site by English 
Heritage, the Historic Buildings and 
Monuments Commission for England, 
which cares for the site. 

The castle was built by Hubert de 
Burgh, who was given the land and the 
manor of Hadleigh by King John in 
1215. Hubert, Earl of Kent, was the cus¬ 
todian of two important royal castle at 
Windsor and Dover - the latter of which 
he successfully defended during a fierce 
siege in 1216, proving his great military 
skill - as well as King John’s chief minis¬ 
ter of justiciar.

Hubert, who was effectively ruler of 
England during Henry Ill’s childhood, 
spent a large amount of money building 
the castle in the 1230s as a statement 
of his power, but he was unable to enjoy 
it for long because quarrels with the King 
put an end to his successful career and 
he was forced to return his lands, includ¬ 
ing Hadleigh, to the King in 1239. 

While the castle remained in royal 
hands, it was only first used as a royal 
residence by Edward II, and it was not 
until the reign of Edward III that its 
strategic importance was considered. 

Edward Ill’s claim to the French throne 
led to the Hundred Years War with 
France and the castle was ideally situat¬ 
ed as a base for defending the estuary 
against the French raids. He began a 10 
year building programme in the 1360s - 
as the structure had already suffered fol¬ 
lowing Hubert’s mistake of building it on 
geologically unstable clay - and added 
its barbican (a fortified gateway), two 
drum towers and a chapel. The castle at 
this time was also surrounded by park¬ 
land and included a prison and royal 
apartments, such as the King’s and 
Queen’s chambers, and the Prince’s 
Tower. 

The King, who also built 
Queenborough Castle on the opposite 
shore in Kent during this time, eventually 
used Hadleigh Castle as a favourite 
retreat during his old age. 

\ While Edward III loved Hadleigh 
Castle, his successors took little inter¬ 
est in it and it was leased to a succes¬ 
sion of tenants before being sold to 
Lord Riche in 1551. Lord Riche, of 
Leez Priory, Chelmsford, snapped it up 
from Edward VI for £700 and in turn its 
Reigate stone and ragstone was sold 
off as building material for churches 


and other structures. 

Although large amounts of its stone 
was taken away, and most of its south¬ 
ern features have slipped to a lower 
level, there are a number of structures 
still visible at the site including the exca¬ 
vated foundations of the most important 
part of the castle - the great hall - which 
had a serving room at the end and a 
private room known as a solar beyond 
that. 

The foundations of the curtain walls 
along three sides between the castle’s 
original eight towers also remain, along 
with the foundations of the castle's 
kitchen buildings, and what is left of the 
barbican and one of its outer turrets. 

The highest of its towers, which was 
immortalised in a painting by John 
Constable and can be seen from miles 
around, is its south east tower which still 
stands three storeys, complete with win¬ 
dows and the remains of fireplaces. 

Wandering around the site is a great 
way to bring a piece of history alive with 
the kids as there is just enough ruins 
there to let their imaginations run riot. 
With fantastic views it would also be a 
great place for a picnic during the spring 
and summer months, and a great start¬ 
ing point for a packed day out as it is 
situated next to the Salvation Army’s 
Hadleigh Farm - a rare breeds centre - 
and their tea room which offers refresh¬ 
ments during the day. 

If you are feeling even more adventur¬ 
ous then the ruins are also situate 
alongside Hadleigh Castle Country Park, 
which covers nearly 500 acres of coun¬ 
tryside between Benfleet and the Castle, 
while adjacent farmland also offer good 
footpath connections to Leigh-on-Sea 
to the east and Benfleet Creek to the 
south.

Before selling your property it is obviously worthwhile doing whatever is reasonably possible to make your home look 

appealing to prospective purchasers. 

Certainly when it comes to making an immediate difference, most people understandably go straight to giving the 

internal walls a new coat of paint. But beware - a quick “tart-up” job can look just that, and can mar your chances of 

a sale should you decide to sell in the foreseeable future. 

So here are a few tips to consider when repainting your walls: 

1. Surface preparation is paramount. 

2. Prepare and paint in daylight if possible, but take note of how your lighting can throw unsightly shadows across 
even minor blemishes. 

3. Hack out any badly filled areas or significant cracks and fill with a fine plaster-based filler. Acrylic fillers are more 
flexible but unless you smooth them fully at the time, some brands cannot be sanded flush afterwards. 

4. If a wall has a lot of filled areas, give it a white “mis-coat” before applying the final colour. This allows you to see 
any missed imperfections much more easily. Sometimes it is worth getting a plasterer in to apply a skim coat for a 
perfect finish. 

5. Don’t expect that the paint will fill hairline cracks. Fill them with fine filler. 

6. Avoid papering over imperfect walls with textured or wood-chip paper. These are not popular with buyers as they 
suggest a cheap cover-up. 

7. As some staining can show through emulsion, so use a non-gloss oil-based coat on these areas before applying 
emulsion. 


Painting is the easy bit. It is the preparation that takes the time. But it’s worth it, as you will have a finish that lasts at 
least until you realise you don’t actually like the colour, or you have moved!

Q. The estate agent I am buying through 
says that according to the rules laid down 
by The Property Ombudsman, he needs to 
see proof of my financial position. I have 
access to more than enough funding, but I 
don’t want to show my hand until my offer 
has been accepted. Advice please! 

A. The relevant section of The Property Ombudsman’s Code of Conduct actually 
says that the agent must take all reasonable steps to establish the source and 
availability of a prospective buyer’s funds - and pass this information to the seller. 
So, in other words, the agent you are thinking of buying through is absolutely right 
to ask to see proof of your financial position. In fact, he would be in breach of the 
Ombudsman’s code if he didn’t. And in the event that the sale subsequently fell 
through over money matters, his client would have legitimate grounds for 
complaint. 

Of course, you are under no obligation to co-operate if you choose not to. However, 
you need to be prepared for the consequences. The agent would then have no 
choice but to go back to his client and say that as a result of your unwillingness to 
co-operate, he had not been able to confirm your financial bona fides... 

Of course, ultimately it is always the seller’s decision whether or not to continue, but 
in this instance the agent would be doing less than his duty if he did not recommend 
an appropriate course of action. If the seller were still minded to accept your offer, 
for example, the agent might well suggest that he should continue to actively 
market the property, until such time as appropriate reassurance was eventually 
forthcoming. 

On one level, of course, your reluctance to reveal your hand while negotiations are 
still at such an early stage is perfectly understandable. Nevertheless, to be blunt, 
this sale is unlikely to go anywhere until you do - except on the kind of conditional 
basis I have already suggested. 

And if you think that’s unfair, just try imagining what you would think if the boot were 
on the other foot, and your agent came and told you that someone wanted to buy 
your home - but wasn’t prepared to supply any proof of his ability to proceed. 

See what I mean?

Tenant Question 

When I take a deposit and a tenant moves out what will be allowed to be fair wear and tear 
and not deducted from the deposit? 


Think Property Answer 


Fair wear and tear means making an allowance for: -1. the original age, quality and condition 
of any item at commencement of the tenancy 2. the average useful lifespan to value ratio 
(depreciation) of the item 3. the reasonable expected usage of such an item 4. the number 
and type of occupants in the property 5. the length of the tenant’s occupancy 
We’d say that there several points to make in addition to this very helpful guidance. Generally, 
you’re not going to be able to claim for the full cost of replacing an item but merely a 
contribution towards its repair or replacement. Secondly, the type of tenant you have taken 
on makes a difference. So, if you’ve let the property to parents with kids or students, people 
with pets or smokers and that was recognized in the agreement, then you can’t penalize 
tenants for behaving as anyone would reasonably expect them to. 

Dealing with delicate edge-cases is a skilful balancing act. But try and be fair. Don’t be a 
quibbler. Don’t forget, your time is valuable too. If you spend several weeks, numerous phone 
calls and not a little stress quibbling over £50, then you’re onto a loser.

T HE LITTLE folding metal- 
top convertible Peugeot 
207 CC is one of those 
cars that makes a better 
used buy than many people 
realise. Its predecessor, the 
206 CC, perhaps tainted its 
chances somewhat as this 
was a vehicle that was far 
from the most reliable, but 
with the 207 CC - and espe¬ 
cially later models - Peugeot 
really got its act together. 

Apart from the chromed 
front grille, circular front 
foglamps and LED rear lights 
added to this revised version, 
the 207CC hasn't changed 
much over the years, but 
that's because the original 


design was pretty good in the 
first place. The shape is quite 
sleek, with a slippery 0.30Cd 
drag coefficient, though like 
many cars of this kind, it 
looks more cohesive roof- 
down than roof-up. Perhaps 
one reason why is Peugeot's 
decision to stick with a largish 
two-piece folding roof in a 
market where we've got used 
to seeing such fixed tops fold 
into three, four or even five 
pieces. All very clever - but 
also very complex, which isn't 
something you need in an 
affordable car of this kind. 

Multi-folding hard-tops also 
contract into sandwich form 
when they stow away boot- 
wards, munching through 
your luggage space. This 


car's simpler structure means 
that it can do better in this 
regard, but you're still limited 
to just 187-litres with the roof 
down, in which state, you 
won't be able to fit in any 
solid cases through the slim 
gap offered between boot 
floor and folded roof. Raise 
the roof and you can get one 
or two in - and keep it erect 
and there's actually a very 
reasonable 449-litres on offer. 

Some effort was made with 
this revised model to give the 
fascia a more up-market 
appearance thanks to 
smarter graphics and chrome 
detailing, but some of the 
cabin plastics do still feel a bit 
hard to the touch. Oddment 
space includes door bins, 
centre console cubbies, a 
lockable, air conditioned 
glovebox, and perhaps those 
rear seats. 

Prices start at around 
£7,000 for a 2010 1.6 VTi 
GT, with the far rarer HDi 
diesels starting at around 
£9,000. A 2012 Allure diesel 
will still be more than 
£12,000. An 11-plated 1.6 Vti 
Sport will set you back 
around £9,500 with 40,000 
miles on the clock. 

Buyers of so-called 'proper' 
affordable sportscars like 
Mazda's MX-5 or perhaps 
one of those hot hatch GTIs

The French 


will probably never willingly 
slip behind the wheel of a car 
like this 207CC. They'll 
assume it to be soft, wobbly, 
compromised and dull. And 
in many ways, they'll be 
wrong. Of course, this is no 
roadster - it wouldn't sell in 
volume if it was - but the 
drive on offer can actually be 
a lot more satisfying than you 
might expect. 

And there are two reasons 
why. First the stiff structure, a 
full 280kgs weightier than that 
of the old 206CC. The pay¬ 
off is that the resulting design 
is 40 per cent tauter than the 
old 206CC with the roof up 
and 46% stiffer roof-down, 
creating a solid and eager 
feel very different to that pre¬ 
vious model. The second rea¬ 
son is a little more surprising. 
The supple ride that suits this 
car's more relaxed 
demeanour round town actu¬ 
ally also makes it more 
rewarding round your 
favourite B road. You're cer¬ 
tainly much more at one with 
the car than you would be in 
a far more stiffly-sprung 
sporty fixed-top 207 hatch fit¬ 
ted with the same engine. 


You'd better like 1.6s 
because the 207CC has 
three of them, all hi-tech 
BMW-developed units shared 
with the MINI. At entry-level, 
there's a 120bhp unit faced 
with the slightly daunting task 
of shifting one and a half 
tonnes of Gallic convertible 
real estate with something 
like alacrity. A difficult task, 
especially in those variants 
specified with 4-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. Much 
better then, to try and stretch 
to either the 112bhp 1.6-litre 
diesel (good for sixty in 10.9s 
from rest en route to 
119mph) or the 150bhp THP 
turbo petrol model. 8.6s to 
sixty on the way to 130mph 
isn't enough to make it jaw- 
droppingly quick, but that's 
as fast as most will want to 
go in a car of this kind. 

More impressive than these 
bald figures is the way that 
pulling power arrives early in 
the rev range - from about 
1,400rpm in the THP petrol 
model - allowing for easy, 
relaxed overtaking. Yes, the 
electric power steering could 
do with a bit more feel, but 
then this is probably how the 


Open 

majority of this car's largely 
female audience will want it: 
it's certainly easy to use 
around town. Roof-down on 
the open road, though there's 
a bit of wind-buffeting around 
the top of the windows 
(improvable with an optional 
wind deflector), the shudder 
and shake that afflicts even 
pricier open-tops than this 
one is well contained, while 
roof-up at speed, wind and 
road noise is kept to a mini¬ 
mum. The manual gearbox (a 
six-speeder in the diesel and 
the faster petrol model) is rea¬ 
sonably slick too. 

Just as there are some 
Japanese cars that have reli¬ 
ability records that would sur¬ 
prise you, so there are some 
French cars that also have 
surprising customer satisfac¬ 
tion scores, but this time for 
the better. The Peugeot 207 
is a case in point and the 
late-shape CC models are 
some of the very best. If 
pushed, we'd be choosing a 
1.6 diesel model but it's hard 
to go wrong with any of them 
and prices are now looking 
very reasonable.

Do not be in for a shock 


A RECENT national sur¬ 
vey of 11,000 cars 
conducted by Monroe 
and ATS found that 23 per 
cent of vehicles tested had 
shock absorbers that were 
either worn or in need of 
replacement. One in four of 
cars on Britain’s roads are in 
a potentially dangerous con¬ 
dition, and the older the car, 
the greater the risk. 

What is of even more con¬ 
cern is that the majority of 
car owners are not even 
aware of the potential dan¬ 
gers. They do not know 
what a shock absorber 
does, and because it is hid¬ 
den behind the car’s wheel, 
never think about the need 
for checking or replacement. 

Think about your shock 
absorbers is the simple 
message to the motorist - 
particularly owners of cars 
that are four years old or 
more. While your shock 
absorbers may not need 
replacing now, have them 
checked regularly and enjoy 
the peace of mind that your 
car is running 
safely. 

A vehicle’s safety relies on 
having good tyres, brakes 
and steering. The role of the 
shock absorber is to keep 
the car’s tyres in permanent 
contact with the road, help¬ 
ing to provide optimum grip 
in the wet, when cornering 
and especially when brak¬ 
ing. By being part of the 



suspension, it also con¬ 
tributes enormously towards 
ride comfort. 

On a car with worn shock 
absorbers, no matter how 
efficient the other safety fea¬ 
tures - tyres and brakes for 
example - the safety of the 
vehicle, its occupants and 
other road users is seriously 
compromised. 

Just as the role of the 
shock absorber is not gen¬ 
erally understood, neither 
are the affects of worn 
shocks. These include: 

Reduced braking efficien¬ 
cy/ longer braking dis¬ 
tances: 

A car with 50 per cent 
worn shocks needs an extra 
2.1 metres (6.9ft) to stop 
when braking from a speed 
of 50mph in dry conditions. 

With just one defective 
shock absorber, the same 
car takes 2.6 metres (8.5ft). 

Braking on a curved road 
at 30mph with one rear 


shock absorber requires a 
further 2.3 metres (7.5ft) to 
stop. 

Reduced Cornering Ability: 

On a tight corner (40metre 
radius) a car with 50 per 
cent worn shocks loses grip 
from the rear wheels at 
35mph, compared with 
40mph for the same car 
with new condition shocks. 

Greater risk of aquaplan¬ 
ing: 

A large car (BMW 520i) 
with worn shocks starts to 
aquaplane at 68mph, 
lOmph earlier than the same 
car (78mph) with new 
shocks - a difference of 15 
per cent. 

Reduction of ABS efficien¬ 
cy: 

A medium sized family car 
(Vauxhall Vectra) with anti¬ 
lock brakes (ABS) and with 
50 per cent worn shocks, 
takes a further 6.6metres 
(21ft) to stop when braking 
on a snow covered road 
compared with the same car 
with good condition shock 
absorbers. 

Other affects of worn 
shock absorbers include 
loose, sloppy steering con¬ 
trol; increased tyre wear and 
reduced grip; increased 
headlight oscillation and the 
risk of dazzling oncoming 
traffic at night; driver fatigue 
and passenger discomfort. 

Out of sight, out of mind - 
the need for regular 
checking.
